oldest woman in the county . 
At ninety -one y ears of 
age.

faculties are 
good. 
Mrs. Millikan was born February 7 , 
18 21, about tight miles from Hamil­ 
ton, Ohio. 
In 18 43, she was married 
to Daniel Millikan, s» on of Dr. Daniel 
Millikan, who was one of the early 
settlers <o»f Butler county and the first 
phy sician.

Mrs. Millikan spent most of 
her life in Ohio, ami has made her 
home with Mrs. Gray for the past 
twenty -fiv e y ears.

license fee’s. 
Tf all the land was enclosed in a 
preserv e there would be no source of 
rev enue. 
These 
preserv es are dis­ 
tributed a* equally in the 
different 
counties as possible, and are any ­ 
where from three to four thousands 
acres, joined together, making from 
four to six square miles in each. 
Rush county has one 
comprising 
four thousand acres of land sitiq^ d 
east of Rushv ille. taking in all^fc 
Union township and parts of another. 
It is ev ident the writer of that item 
that appeared in the Republican did 
take some stock in the preseiv es at 
one time from the fact of him hav ing 
tried to establish one in his neighbor­ 
hood, and hav ing failed, declares it is 
the biggest legal farce he knows of.

CLIMAX IN DYNAMITE GASES 


Dominant Figure in the Madero Rev o­ 
lution Has Been Elected Gov ernor of 
the Northern State and Is Being 
Mentioned as a Presidential Possi­ 
bility .—Trainloads of Refugees Are 
Crossing Border Seeking Safety . 


El Paso. Tex., Feb. 7.—The state of 
Chihuahua is threatening to withdraw 
from the union of states and the re­ 
public of Mexico, it is believed, is 
facing the most critical point in its 
later history, northern Mexico Is on 
the verge of revolt from the central 
overnment. 
General 
Pasqual 
Oroz­ 
co has been elected governor of Chi­ 
huahua. 
Chihuahua, the birthplace of the 
Madero revolution, threatens to be the 
breeding ground of a second, a more 
widespread and more im portant rev­ 
olution than any military movement 
since Diaz seized the throne at the 
head of his Indian army. All railroad 
bridges around the city are burned. 
Emilio Vasquez Gomez, the new Moses 
of the Mexican people, is being men­ 
tioned for the presidency of the re­ 
public if the republic m aintains its 
identity. 
If not he will head the re­ 
volting republic, which may he formed 
from the tier of the northern states 
with Chihuahua as the capital. 
Pasqual Orozco, dominant figure of 
the Madero revolution, Is being men­ 
tioned as a possible presidential possi­ 
bility. 
His popularity, it is claimed, 
would sweep everything before it in 
his native state and he would over­ 
shadow Gomez. Madero, Gonazles or 
any other figure should he decide to 
run. 
Juarez is now under the protection 
of the police and 
civilian soldiery. 
Rifles are being 
sold in wholesale 
quantities in Juarez and every house­ 
holder has obtained a rifle and deter­ 
mined to protect his home and family 
at the cost of his life if the malcon­ 
tents attem pt to loot and sack the 
towm again. 
Refugees are leaving 
Mexico on every train and even on spe­ 
cial trains in order to get away from 
the seat of t rouble.

M erritt B. Eaves, Joseph B. Elliott, 
Charles Gardner, Dr. Pitney Phillips, 
Charles Flynn and Ed Smith are on 
trial in the Fnited States district court 
here for i>eonage. 
The government 
will attempt to prove that a score or 
more of negroes were held and forced 
to work for Railroad Contractor Allen 
M. Cook to pay alleged’debts due the 
contractor, and that all who left the 
camps without a pass from the “boss” 
were pursued, arrested and returned: 
that none was given a pass who owed 
the contractor, and that at each pay 
day the laborers were informed that 
they had taken up at the commissary 
all that was dne them, and no more. 
The defense vigorously denied all 
these allegations, and stated that the 
negroes had conspired to institute the 
prosecution in order to draw the mile­ 
age and per diems paid them by the 
government. There are mere than 100 
witnesses to testify, and it will proba­ 
bly take a week or ten days to try the 
case. 


Some of the Indictments Cov er Name» 
of Sev eral Indiv iduals in Conspiracy 
Charges and It 1» Thought Warrant» 
Are Out For More Than Fifty Union 
Labor Men — Names Will Not Be 
Giv en Out Until Arrest* Are Made. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 7.—Thirty-two in­ 
dictments have been returned in the 
federal court by the grand jury w’hich 
has been investigating dynamite out­ 
rages in all parts of the country for 
six 
weeks. 
The 
grand 
jury 
wras 
not discharged, and it is understood, 
although 
perm itted to go to their 
homes, their work 
is not yet done. 
Other cases which it is deemed better 
to go over for a short time will he 
taken up later. 
The thirty-two indictments do not 
mean that only thirty-two labor lead­ 
ers have been indicted, for some of 
the indictments are for conspiracy, 
and there are as many as three or 
four indictments on some of them. 
It is believed the number indicted 
will not fall short of fifty and it may 
exceed that number. The indictments 
returned are all 
in the dynamiting 
cases, and in the conspiracy cases sev­ 
eral persons are involved, and it is 
also certain some of the defendants 
are named in more than one indict­ 
ment. as evidence has been produced 
showing that some of the persons who 
will be arrested not only conspired to 
transport explosives unlawfully, but 
personally assisted 
in the unlawful 
transportation. 
As a result of the grand Jury Inves­ 
tigation, it is said, grounds for only 
two charges in connection with the dy­ 
nam ite cases were established. 
One 
of these is for violating the statute 
which provides that if shall be unlaw­ 
ful to transport dynamite or other ex­ 
plosives on a passenger train engaged 
in interstate commerce, and the other 
is the violation of the conspiracy stat 
ute. 'r he unlawful transportation stat­ 
ute has a penalty of not more than 
eighteen months’ imprisonment and a 
$ 2,000 fine for each offense, the pen­ 
alty attached to the conspiracy stat 
ute being twro years’ imprisonment. 
The names of those named in the re­ 
port of the grand jury will not be given 
out until arrests are made. 
Implicated by the evidence which 
the government has spent months in 
examining, are believed to be many 
men active in the iron workers’ local 
unions in numerous 
cities, who al­ 
though well known among members of 
their ow’n craft, are not widely knowm 
in the country. 
The list of men who 
will be obliged to stand trial here 
however, is thought to include several 
prominent officials or ex-officials of the 
iron workers, who are widely' known 
in labor circles. 
Just when the arrests will be made 
is said to be unknown even to federal 
officials. 
There remains considerable 
w'ork to be done in getting certified 
copies of the indictments which 
the 
lawr requires shall be 
sent to the dis 
tricts in which defendants are arrest 
ed. Time will be required also in get 
ting the capiases into the hands o 
United States m arshals and govern 
ment agents in the different districts

W ashington, Feb. 7.—As a result ot 
charges involving Secretary Wilson 
and Solicitor McCabe, which were laid 
before the house committee on expen­ 
ditures in the agricultural departm ent 
by Representatives Clark of Florida 
and Bathrick of Ohio, 
another in­ 
vestigation of the departm ent of agri­ 
culture which promises to rival the 
recent Wiley inquiry in notoriety, has 
been ordered. 
For some months criticism In regard 
to the alleged friendly attitude of the 
departm ent toward various companies 
w'hich have been exploiting under- 
land in the Florida everglades has 
been heard in W ashington. 
These 
companies which are now under inves­ 
tigation by the federal authorities, ad­ 
vertised extensively throughout the 
country, and it Is contended have col­ 
lected millions of dollars for lands ob­ 
tained at 50 cents an acre and sold ac 
high as $ 60 an acre; which are now 
covered with from two to ten feet of 
w ater which will not be drained for 
many years, if ever, and the ultim ate 
value of which is doubtful. 
The situation came to a head when 
Representatives Clark and Bathrick 
appeared before the house committee 
and charged that on the recommenda­ 
tion of Solicitor McCabe, Secretary 
Wilson had dismissed two high officials 
of the departm ent and suspended a 
third on technical charges nearly three 
years old, which were recently revived 
by J. O. W right, formerly an agricul­ 
tural departm ent engineer, but now 
chief engineer of the Everglades drain­ 
age project. 
The two representatives 
added that a circular letter of warn­ 
ing intended as a response to many 
inquiries received at the departm ent 
as to the reliability of the Everglades 
lands for investment, and an elabor­ 
ate report prepared at an expense to 
the government of $ 11,000 had been 
suppressed by order of Secretary W il­ 
son. The report, it was said, was not 
favorable to the sale of lands. 
The officials dismissed—and their 
dismissal occurred last Saturday after 
the m atter was brought to the atten­ 
tion of the Moss committee—w'ere C 
G. Elliott, chief of drainage investiga 
tions, and A. D. Morehouse, office en 
gineer. F. E. Singleton, an accountant 
in the office, is the man suspended.

before the committee was sensational 
He explained first that he was not at 
all opposed to the drainage of the Ev 
erglade lands, but that he did object 
to discredit being brought on
